OTTAWA, Ont., May 16.—[Special.}—Al 
the details that will ever be known of what 
u probably the greatest tragedy in the annals 
of the Royal Northwest Mounted Police, the 
starving and freezing to death last February 
of Inspector Fitzgerald and the three con- 
stables, Kinney, Taylor, and Carter, who 
accompanied him on the patrol from Fort 
MacPherson to Dawson, were brought here 
and delivered to Col. Fred White, C. M. G., 
controller of the Mounted Police, by a special 
messenger today. 

The messenger brought the diary kept by 
Fitagerald, Fitggerald's will scrawled dur- 
ing his last hours with a burnt twig on a piece 
of battered and torn paper, and the report of 
Corporal Dempster, who commanded the re- 
net and searching party that found the 
bodies. One of the men, Constable Taylor, 
had become eorazed by his sufferings and 
blew his head off with his shotgun. 

The story told by Fi ' diary, which 
he kept with a steady hand up to Feb. 5, 
when he made the last entry; the feebiy 
scrawled will written by the dying man, rnd 
the story told by Corporal Dempster, together 
with the account of the tion and the 
sufferings as deduced by Commissioner A.

Will Leaves All to Mother, 

Inspector Fitzgerald's will was drawn as 
hé lay beside the dead body of Constable 
Carter, whom he blamed for the party’s mis- 
fortune. It concluded with the words, God 
blese all,“ and bequeethed his money and 
papers to my dearly beloved mother,” who 
lives in Halifax. 

Col. White will not allow a verbatim copy 
of the will, which contains only twenty-two 
words, to be printed until Mrs. Fitzgerald bas 
seen the document. Fitsgerald was in Ot- 
tawa two years ago, and of that visit Col. 
White says: 

“TI told him at that time that I did not 
feel like sending him back. I told him he 
hag lived long enough in that country, but 
he said he preferred to go back. I thereupon 
told Sir Wilfrid Laurier about his excellent 
record and in consequence was able to place 
in hie hands before he returned his eommis- 
sion es inspector. At that time he was a 
sergeant. 

e was one of our best men. We had 
selected him and the others to go to the coro- 
nation and he would not havereturned again 
to the northwest. Tie pitiful thing is that 
poor Fitzgerald had been engaged to a Hali- 
fax girl for eleven years. He was about 40 
yeare old. This thing cute me up worse 
than anything I have experienced.” 


How the Diary Was oyna. 
Commissioner Perry tells the story thus: 
“This diary was found on the d of March 

last by Corp. Dempster, Who was in charge 
oi the search party sent out from Dawson. 
It was under the robe on which the bodies of 
Constables Kinney and Tayler were found. 


| The first entry in the diary is on Dec. 21. 


1010 and the last is on Feb, 5, 1911. 

“The entry of Jen, 17 regdsas follows: 

“ «28 below, fine in a. m., with strong S. W. 
wind which turned to a gale in the evening. 
Did not break camp; sent Carter and Kinney 
off at 7a. m. to follow a river going south. 

„They returned at 8:30-p. m. and re- 
ported that it ran right up. in the mountains, 
and Carter said that it wes not the right 


running south, but could mot see any cut- 
tings on it. Carter is completely lost and 
does not know one river from another. 

“+ We have now only ten pounds of flour 
and eight pounds of bacon and some dried 
fish. My last hope is gone, and the only 
thing I can do is to return, end collect some 
of the dogs to feed the others and ourselves, 
unless we can meet some Indians.

of 840 miles. 

„From Jan, 18 to Feb, 5, „on which date 
the last entry is made, they traveled 230 
miles. The entries In the diary are not ex- 
tensive, but some are terribly suggestive of 
the hardships they were undergoing; the 
trail was exceptionally heavy and they were 
breaking through ice, getting wet, and the 
cold wae intense. On Jan. 24 the diary says:

INJUNCTION OUT 
IN CICERO FIGHT 


New Struggle for Possession 


of Streets Precipitated by 


Issuance of Writ. 


TOWN WANTS OWN LINE. 


A new battle for possession of the streets 
of the town of Cicero is likely to start today 
as the result of the action of Judge Richard 
S. Tuthill of the Circuit court yesterday 
afternoon in granting an injunction ageinst 
that community restraining it from tearing 
up the tracks of the Suburban Traction com- 
pany and the announcement by President 
George Comerford of the town that steps 
already had been taken to give the commu- 
nity its own street car system. 

The Suburban Traction company operates 
cars from West Tiwenty-seoond street and 
South Forty-eighth avenue west to La 
Grange, Berwyn, and Riverside. 

Judge Tuthill’s injunction game just after 
Cicero had attended to the County Traction 
company’s tracks. Early yesterday morning 
a gang of fifty workmen operating under 
orders from the township board and guarded 
by policemen ripped up the rails at two 
points—South Forty-eighth avenue and West 
Twelfth street, and at Ogden and South 
Forty-sixth avenues. 

County Company Line Closed. 

This virtually put the County Traction 
company out of business. No cars were op- 
erated in Cicero, and everybody walked. In 
the suburbs south end west of there the 
county company’s service was at a standstill 
and the residents had to seek other ways of 
getting to Chicago. 

The suburban road was placed in the hands 
of receivers some time ago by Judge Tuthill. 
It was reprsented that if the writ were not 
granted the company would suffer great 
financial loss. 

Attorney Ross,ewho represented the sub- 
urban company, declared that his client had 
been notified by President Comerford that if 
certain repairs were not’ made by 11 o'clock 
yesterday morning the tracks would be torn 
up. Comerford, according to ‘Attorney Ross, 
offered to allow the Suburban Traction com- 
pany to continue doing business if the town- 
ship was loaned a number of oars to be used 
on the Une formerly operated by the County 
Traction company. 

Call Indignation Meeting. 

Next Thursday night an indignation meet- 
ing is to be held in the towm hall at which 
stockholders in the township street car line 
are to form the new traction organization. 

„ Ags the tracks and right of way of the 
traction company are forfeited we will only 
have to buy cars,” said President Comerford. 
He then went on to enumerate the substan- 
tial men of the district who are going to 
guarantee the success of the township un- 
dertaking. 

He named Theodore Meyers, Charles Stof- 
fel, Louis Mongrieg, Thomas Bilis, George 
Mitousek, Robert Fleming, Payick Me- 
Grath, and August Friese. Bach of these 
men are willing to subscribe amounts from 
$1,000 to 64.00 to insure a 5 cent line in 
Cleero, according to President Comerford, 
who estimates that the initial cost of the 
dart will de about $10,000. 


Citizens Offers Two Cars. 

Mr. Meyers now operates a horse car line 
of twc care from Cicero to Berwyn. These 
two care he promises to wen to the nickel 
fare cause of Cicero. 

“We have tentative orders now in with 
the American Car company for ten cars at 

$4,000 a plece to be delivered within sixty 
days,” Mr, Meyers said. There wil be 
no difficulty in obtaining electricity.”

THIS A PAGAN AGE 


Former President Speaks “In 
Confidence” to. New York 
Pastors’ Meeting. 


SCORES LABOR BOMB WAR 


New. Tork. May 16.—[{Special. I- Former 
President Theodore Roosevelt told about 
1,000 clergymen this afternoon that material- 
igm and paganism are a serious menace to 
the welfare of the United States, that men 
who blow up the bulidings of capitalists at 
the behest of labor leaders are murderers, 
and that unless something is done to remedy 
presnt conditions the results will be dire. 

He informed the ministers that they ought 
to get together irrespective of creed and see 
if they couldn’t do something about it. Mr. 

bosevelt said a great many other highly in- 
teresting and timely things. 

The clergymen were the members of the 
Federation of Churches and their guests. 
They met in the assembly hall of the Metro- 
politan Life building and before the meeting 
proper spent a social hour. 

It had been announced thet Mr. Roosevelt 
would be the only speaker and that he would 
be pleased to meet the clergymen personally 
prior to delivering his address. Hence the 
room was erowded long before the speaking

He then declared that the country was 
today in great danger because of its tendency 
toward materialism and paganism. By ma- 
terialism he meant concrete forms of wealth 
and power. This lust for wealth was over- 
whelming and would end in disaster unless 
curbed. He did not confine the lust of power 
to capitalists alone, for later in his address 
he had some things to say concerning labor 
leaders and their attempts te force more 
than their due from capitalists. 

Thie materialism and paganism will ruin 
this country if we are not careful,“ he said. 
That is our greatest danger today, and it 
is the first duty of you gentlemen to get to- 
gether and take steps to remedy this condi- 
tion. You must do it, regardiess of your 
creeds or your denominations.” 

It was while touching on the labor problem

Dr. Springer said water 
in the lungs made it certain that death had 
been due to drowning, that a supposed bullet 
hole in the right leg was caused by the pro- 
truding end of a broken bone, and that ugly 
bruises on the right arm, leg, and shoulder 
were spots caused by decomposition. 


Put Wire About Own Body? 

The wire, he said, might have been placed 
about the bedy of the man by his own hands 
in the belief that it would hold his clothing 
tight and make him more certain of sinking 
before he threw himself in the ‘water. The 
poliee, who ¢ling to the murder theory, s- 
serted it would be absurd to belleve that a 
puicide would place a wire about his own 
bedy, and as a further indication of violence 
pointed to the wire attached to the legs, 
which evidently had been used as a medium 
to fasten a weight to the body.

Helm Committee Hard at Work. 

The difficulty the Helm committee is ex- 
perleneing im agreeing on just how to ex- 
press its conclusions from the facts it has 
examined, and the differences of opinion 
which have arisen as the recommenda- 
tions to be made to the senate were expected 
because of the many points of view repre- 
sented on the committee. Every faction in 
the senate has a representative or a sympa- 
thiser on the committee of five men. 

Consequently the senate did not receive the 
report of the committee when it met at 11 
p. m. for that purpose, and for the purpose 
of receiving bills from the house, passed at the 
gession earlier in the evening. 

It is understood the changes made in the 
orginal Helm report prepared by Attorney 
John . Healy, according to thé outline given 
him by the committee, are not material, but 
the committee has gone over every word of

Resolution-Likely to Pass. 
In Senator Hurburgh’s resolution Judge 

Petit is concisely censured for his nullifica- 
tion of the senate Tilden warrants..

merits no attempt be made by the senate to 
the matter further by appeal or writ of 
error. 

There may be some oratorica) opposition 
tomorrow in the senate to action indorsing 
the part of this resolution thet might be con- 
strued as disrespectfus te a judge, but the 
passage of the resolution is practically cer- 
tein.

House Concurs in Senate Changes 
in Civil Service Act. 


DELAY FOR COOK COUNTY. 


0 
Measures Affecting Chicago Refused as 
Amended. 


Springfield, III., May 16.— The house today 
concurred in the senate amendments to state- 
wide civil’ service (house bill 47), and it is now 
up to Gov. Deneen for executive approval. 

The senate amended. the state-wide bill by 
striking out the clause inserted by the house 
for an elective instead of an appointive com- 
mission and exempted all watchmen and 
clerks employed in the state offices. 

On a roll call the house concurred in the 
changes by a vote of 87 to42. Insofar as the 
state-wide bill applies to the state offices 
only the stenographers are placed under civil 
service regulations. 

The house refused concurring m the senate 
amendments to the Cook county civil service 
bill and the Municipal court civil bill, which 
was requested by Representative Hull of 
Chicago. 

As finally passed by both houses the state- 
wide civil service bill provides for an ap- 
pointive commission of three members to be 
named by the governor. 

The bill when signed will extend civil serv- 
ice to nearly 1,400 state positions. 


SENATE PASSES PRIMARY BILL. 


Many Other Measures Receive Favora- 
ble Action by two Reuse of Leg- 
islature Day. 


Springfield, III., May 16.—The senate passed 
the Jones bill, which amends the primary act 
to allow candidates for president and vice 
president of the United States to place their 
names on primary election ballots. The vote 
stood 36 to 4. :

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HOUSE AIDS BILL 
TO HELP TOILERS 


Compensation Measure Wins 


Despite Hard Fight Made 
Upon It by Lobby. 


VOTE IN SOME. CHANGES. 


Senate Expected to Concur in 
All Amendments Made by 
Lower Branch.

Springfield, III., May 16—(Special.}—The 
house today passed the workingmen’s m- 
pensation bill by ‘a vote of 98 to 2. The bill 
has already been passed by the senate, but it 
was amended by the house. The senate must 
concur in these amendments. It is expected 
to do so. Efforts were made to stop the pas- 
sage of the measure in the house by repre- 
sentatives of manufacturing interests, but 
they were ineffectual. | 

The employers’ liability bill wil? be put on 
third reading tomorrow. Its fate is ip doubt. 

As amended by the house, the compenca- 
tion act is optional rather than compulsory, 
and is held by ite friends to be in line with 
the recent decision of the New York courts. 


Main Provisions of Bill. 

The main points in the bill are summarized 
as follows: 

Employers covered by provisions of the act 
may provide to pay compensation and relieve 
themselves from liability for recovery of 
damages except as provided in the act. Em- 
ployers electing not to pay compensation re- 
linquish the defenses of assumption of risk, 
fellow servant, and contrfbutory negligense, 
but the latter may be considered by the jury 
in reducing damages. : : i 

The employer is presumed to have elected 
to provide compensation unti! notice in writ- 
ing to the contrary is filed with the state bu- 
reau of labor statistics. 

The act applies to employers engaged in the 
building, maintafning,.or demolishinsof any 
structure; m construction of electrical works; 
in the business of carriage by land or water 
and loading and unloading in connection 
therewith (except carriers who shall be con- 
trued to be under federal Hability lawe; in 
operating general or terminal storehouses; in 
mine surveys, mining, or in any enterprise or 
branch thereof in which explosive materials 
are manufactured, handled, or used’ in dan- 
gerous quantities, and in any enterprise 
wherein molten metal or injurious gases or 
vapors or inflammable fluids are manufac- 
tured, used, generated, stored, or conveyed 
in dangerous quantities. . 


, Compensation for Death. 
The provisions deciding the amount of 


compensation im case of death follow: 


Wire employé contributed within five 
years previous to time of death to the 
support of widow or children—four times 
the average annual earnings of the em- 
ployé—not less than $1,500 nor more than 
$3,500. Weekly payments and necessary 
medical and surgical fees deducted. 

Where employé leaves collateral heirs 
dependent on his earnings—such a per- 
centage of above as the contributions 
ne mide to their support | bear to his 
earnings. ' , a 

Where employee leaves no widow, 
children, parents, or lineal or collateral 
heirs—for burial expenses, not to exceed 
$150. 

Compensation shall be paid in in- 
stallments equal to one and one-half the 
average earnings at the intervals at 
which hie wages were made, if feasible; 
t not, then weekly, provided that bene- 
ficiary may have same paid in lump on 
order of County court. 


Compensation for Injuries. 


Following are the provisions for the amount | 
of compensation in case of injury: 


Necessary first aid, medica}, surgical, 
hospital services, aleo medicine and 
hospital services not longer then eight 
weeks and not exceeding $200. Also 
necessary services of physician or sur- 
geon during disability, unless employers 
furnished own physician. 

Disability lasting more than six work- 
ing days—One-half of earnings per week 
—not less than $5 per week not more 
than $12 during disability or until amount 
paid equale death benefits 

Permanent disfigurement to hande or 
face, but not actually incapacitated 
on arbitration reasonable amount fixed, 
not exceeding one-fourth of the death 
benefit. ; 

Partially Inecapacitated—One-half of 
the difference. between the average 
amount earned before the accident and 
the amount victim is’ able to.earnat some 
suitable employment after the accident. 

Complete disability—For the first eight 
years after injury, 80 per cent of the 
earnings—per week; not less than 88: 
and not more than $12. If the disability 
continues after the payment of a sum 
equal to the death benefit after eight 
years: compensation for Hfe equal to & 
per cent of the death benefit which would 
have been payable had death resulted’ 
from the accident; not less per month 
than $10. ,

VETO BILL IN HOUSE OF LORDS. |

LONDON. May 16.—The veto bill was in- 
troduced in the house ot lords today and

ICKES QUITS MERRIAM BODY: 
DECLINES TO GIVE REASONS.

Merriam’s mayoralty campaigu, both in the 
Republican primariés and preceding the elec- 
tion, has withdrawh from the progressive 
Republican organization. His letter of resig- 
nation from the central committee of eleven, 
in which he represented the First congres- 
sional district, wag sent to Chairman Mer- 
riam à fortnight ago, but all of those who 
knew the facts codperated to keep it a secret 
until yesterday, when the committee of 
eleven met at the Grand Pacific hotel to map 
their coming campaign of political activity. 

“It was not my intention of making my 
resignation pubMec,”’ said Mr. Ickes, “‘ though 
I had no reason for concealing it except that 
I did not wish to do anything that might in- 
terfere with the success of the progressive 
movement in the Republican party. I am stil] 
a firm believer in progressive principles, but 
I did not agree with some others regarding 
how, when, and where to make the fight.

Philadelphia, Pa., May 16.—[{Special.—he 
second das session of the national confers 
ence on dity planning brought forth lively 
discussions on housing conditions. England 
crossed swords with experts from the afates, 
and neither side was a real winner. 

The discussion followed an address by Law- 
rence’ Veiller, director of tue national housing 
commission of New York, in which he con- 


| tended that tenements several stories high 


offered the best, most convenient, and mast 

tary solution of housing conditions where 
congestion of population prevented detached 
houses or houses in rows. He safd it had 
deen demonstrated that short lots and houses 
only two rooms al Were the most satis- 
factory. 

In response. to Mr. Veiller' s statements 
Raymond Unwin, a distinguished town plan- 
ner of London, England, argued in favor of 
garden cities, which are model industrial 
communities outside of the big centers, and 
garden suburbs, designed to afford proper 
homes for operatives of the cities 


Scouts Idea of Tenements.. 

Mr. Unwin scouted the idea of tenements 
and said, even though they might be neces- 
sary in New York City, he would regret to 
see the tenement plan adopted in all Amer- 
ica. Nor did he favor the shallow lots. 

The unit of separate homes is more valu- 

able to a nation than the unit of the tene- 
ment,” he said. 
Irving K. Pond of Chicago participated in 
the discussion of Buildings in Relation to 
Street and Site and emphasized his belief 
im tall buildings for both public and private 
structures. 

The present 3 differs from those 


held only two and three years ago in that 


where formerly much discussion was given to 
the skyy line and efforts to discourage 
the erection of high buildings now it is gen- 
erally admitted that the skyscraper has 
come to stay and be a part of every great 
city. %

Terminals and Harbors Needed. 


Mr. Hooker demonstrated the need for ade- 
quite terminal facilities and dwelt briefly 


| upon the modern methods of creating indus- 


trial harbors at lake and ocean ports, where 
raw materials can be brought cheaply by 
water to manufacturing plants and sent away 
by the same route as manufactured products. 
Terminal and harbor facililties were declared 
to be among the most important factors to be 
considered in city planning. 

The sessions of tomorrow morning and aft- 
ernoon will be devoted to Street Widths and 
Their Subdivisions” and “Uniform City 
Planning Codes,“ at the last named of which 
Walter L. Fisher, secretary of the interior, 
will preside.

Feb. 1— Killed another dog tonight; this

7 Feb. 8 Men and dogs very thin and weak 
and cannot travel far. We have traveled 
about 20 miles on dog meat and have stin 
about 100 miles to go, but I think we will make 
it all right, but will have only three or four 
dogs left.’ 

Feb. 5 (the last entry) Just after noon 
I broke through the ice and had to make 
tire; found one foot slightly frogen. Killed 
another dog tonight; have only five dogs now 
and can only go a few miles a day; every- 
body een ene apt Seen Tae 
ing off.’ 

The last entry was e made while 
the party was proceeding down Trial river 
to the Peel river. Corporal Dempster, Who 
commanded the relief party, followed their 
trail and began at this point te fear far the 
worst, on account of the camps they made 
being so close together. At Colin’s Cabine 
he found the mail and the dispatch bag which 
had been cached there. 


Finds Two Bodies First. 

“ On March zu about three miles below the 
portage on the Peel river, he found the bodies 
of Constables Kinney and Taylor. There was 
a camp kettle half full of moose hide cut in 
small pieces, which had been boiled for soup. 
The two men lay side by side, the fire being at 
their feet. Each lay on bis back, They had 
three Alaska sleeping tags, one under and 
two over them. 

“Constable Taylor evidently committed 
suicide by blowing the top of his head off. 

© doubt he had become insane from the 
terrible hardships which he had undergone. 

It seems that Inspector Fitzgerald had 
concluded that these men were too weak to 
travel through, and left them all the camp 
equipment the party had. With Carter he 
pushed on toward Fort MacPherson, with 
the hope of getting relief to send back. 
About ten miles further on he and Carter 
yielded up their lives. Carter succumbed 
first and was laid out by Inspector Fitz- 
gerald, who probably died shortly afterward. 
There were absolutely no provisions nor any 


sign of the dogs.” 


s Surprised at Scant Supplies. 

Corporal Dempster, in his report, says: 

„ gaw the list of provisions at MacPher- 
son, which the ill fated party took with them, 
and wes much surprised at the small quan- 
tities taken; in fact, I feel certain that the 
patty must have been on short rations long 
before they turned back. Under the best 
possible conditions, without any delay of any 
kind, I do not think the party had sufficient 
rations to last them from MacPherson to 
Dawson, but if they bad kept on«the right 
trail they would have got through all right, 
as they would have met with several bands of 
Indians from whom they could have pur- 
chased ample supplies of dgied meat and fish. 

„As to their dogs, I can say nothing, as an 
the information I could gather at MacPher- 
son was that they were in fair condition.” 

The explanation of the limited amount of 
rations taken is that Fitzgerald expected to 
make a quick trip and did not wish to load 
the ‘party too heavily, confidently looking 
forward to securing from the Indiane 
along the route to Dawson. Had they suc- 
ceded in crossing the Heart river divide it 
is altogether probable they would have en- 
countered Indians. Big game, too, is much 
more plentiful on the west side than on the 
enst. 

Corporal Dempster’s report shows that the 
unfortunate men had wasted to shadows. All 
were strong, powerful young men and in the 
best of health and condition when they left 


on their il fated journey.

registered. The normal for the day was 57, 
so that the dey’s maximum showed an excess 
of 21 degrees, repeating the performance of 
last Wednesday. Other warm days have 
added up a total excess of 98 degrees for 
the first sixteen days of the month, an aver- 
age of practically 6 degrees a day. If this 
ia maintained all records for May will be 
broken.

According to 
law, they cannot be sold at less than par. 

The 8 per cent French rentes recently have 
been selling around 95, amd the German im- 
perial 8 per cent loan has been at about 88. 
‘Great Britein’s 2% per cent console have 
sold recently at 70. The premium which the 
new Paname canal bonds can command, 
therefore, will reflect the national credit of 
the United States as it compares with that 
of the great nations of Europe. 


Designed for Private Bankers. 

Inasmuch as the postal savings bank law 
fixes the par value of a postal bank bond 
bearing 2% per cent Interest at $100, it is 
agreed that the 8 per cent canal 
bends must bring more than par.

MUNICIPAL CONGRESS GETS 
AID FROM SECRETARY KNOX. 


State Department Sends All Representa- 
tives Outline of Exposition and Bids 
Them Invite Delegations Here. 


Washington, D. G. May 16.—[{Specias . 
Secretary of State Philander C Knox today 
fulfilled his pledge given two weeks ago 
when he promised representatives of the 
Chicago Association of Commerce that he 
would place the influence of the state depart- 
ment of the United States government be- 
hind the international municipal oongress 
and exposition to be held in Chicago next 
September. 

A circular of instruction entitled “ Gen- 
eral Instruction Cansular, No 586 was issued 
under the title International Municipal 
Congress and Exposition at Chicago, and a 
copy was sent to each representative of the 
United States abroad. The text of the circu- 
lar, signed by Secretary Knox, to diplomatic 
and consular officers 


le as follows: 
The department is advised by the 


Chicago Association of Commerce that 
there will be held in that city from Sep- 
tember 18-80 next an International] munici- 
pal congress and exposition under the 
auspices of the Association of Commerce. * 

Thie congress and exposition will be 
thoroughtly international in its scope, 
and is the first one of this kind ever held 
in the United States. It is intended to 
get forth the advancement of municipali- 
ties by showing the possibilites of mak- 
ing city government an asset, and of 
capitalizing a city’s attractions. 

It is desired that all cities shall par- 
ticipate in the congress and exposition 
which have anything to offer of advanced 
ideas along such lines as charters, forms 
ef government, municipal accounting. 
parks, Playgrounds, health, sanitation, 
charity and correction, taxation, home 
rule, schools, police, fire, and libraries. 

It is hoped that each city may be 
represented by a personal delegation and 
by some contribution in the shape of mod- 
ele, charts, photographs, and views. 
The presence of experts of world- 
wide fame and known ability will make 
possible comparisons between communi- 
tles and cities, thus offering the oppor- 
tunity of contributing and the privilege 
of learning. 

Formal invitations will be, at a later 
date, forwarded by the Chicago associa- 
tion of commerce direct. There will be 
held at the same time in Chicago an 
international good, roads congress. 

While these congresses are not under 
the auspices of the government of the 
United States, this government would be 
glad if the goveanment of the oountry 
to which you are accredited would give 
due publicity to the congresses and 
recommend the sending of delegates by 
the municipalities and organizationg in- 
terested. 

You will communicate to the foreign 
office the invitations to the congresses, 
and request, that due publicity may be 
given to them.

In connection with preparations for the 
coronation amusing incidents center ebout 
the Court of Claims. This tribunal decides 
upon the richte of the various peers and 
peerestes to share in the actual ceremony 
of the coronation. When King Edward VII. 
was crowned the court had not met for more 
than half a century, and it had ifttle to guide 
it in the way of precedent. 

Sidney Brooks, writing in Harper's Weekly, 
describes some of the difficulties met by this 
oourt and says: 

“No Court of Claims hes met for sixty- 
four years. No one had the least idea of 
the procedure adopted on former occasions. 
Except for the coronation rolls, which set 
fotth a bare catalogue of the petitions pre- 
ferred before the court of 1837, and of the 
fate they encountered, there ve,, no written 
Precedents or minutes of evidence to appeal 
te. The court of 1901-'02 had, therefore, to 
make tte own rules; and to admit practically | 
any evidence that had the N bearing 
on the case, 


Amusing Issues Before Court of Claim | 


Some of the claims brought before it car- 
ried ont back to the days of the Tudors and 
Plantagenets Thus, the owner of the manor 
of Haydon in Essex claimed the privilege 
of bearing a towel for the king when washing 
before the banquet. The holder of the manor 


ot Addington u Surrey asserted his right, 


to present a mess called gerout or dille- 
grout ’—the contents of which neither he 
nor any one else could discover—to his sover- 


eign during the banquet.” 


Lord Mayor Helps the Butler. 


The lord mayor of London had little di- 
culty in proving his right to assist the chief 
butler of England fh serving the banquet; 
and for the office of chief butler itself there 
was a keen competition of claims between 
the Duke of Norfolk and Lord Mowbray and 
Stourton. 

“Other noble lords laid claim to the post 
of daplfer, the duties of which consisted in 
arranging the dishes; to the post of chief 
larderer, who had charge of the larder; to 
the post of royal napier, who had the custody 
of the te ble linen; and to many other posts. 

“The claims to the office of lord great 
chamberlain of England were what. in 1901 
attracted the most attention. There were 
four claimants in, the field, the Harl of An- 
caster, the Marquess of Cholmondeley, Carl 
Carrington, and the Duke of Atholl; and their 
pretensions Invoked the point as to whether 
dignities descended in the same way and ac- 
cording to the same rules as property. 


Duke of Athvll Loses. 


Ae court.eventualy allowed the petitions 
of all the clatmants except the Duke of 
Atholl, and recommended that they should 
agree upon a deputy to act for them. The 
services to be performed by and the privi- 
leges attaching to the office of the lord 
great chamberlain were, thus set forth in 
the Earl of Ancaster’s petition: * 


That he may have Nvery and lodging 
in the king’s court at all times, and bring 
to his majesty on the day of his majesty’s 
royal coronation his majesty's shirt, stock - 
ings, and drawers; that he may dress his 
majesty to all hig apparel on that day; that 
he may have forty yards of crimson veivet 
for his robes, together with the bed whereon 
his majesty lay the night previous to the 
coronation, with all the furniture in the 
chamber, and also the nightrobe wherein 
his majesty rested the night previous to the 
coronation.’ © 


Three Would Be Standard Bearer. 


“ Another post te which three claimants 
laid siege in 1901 was that of hereditary 
standard bearer of Scotland. One of the 
defeated petitioners, the Earl of Lauderdale, 
brought an action at law after the corona- 
tion to make good his claim, but after car- 
rying ft through all the courts at enormous 
expense he was finally defeated in the house 
of lords.
